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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and Allowance of the above-referenced 
application are respectfully requested. 

The claims have been revised to additionally define the 
subject invention. The amendments have been made to advance 
prosecution of the application. Accordingly, applicants reserve 
the right to file continuation applications covering any subject 
matter deleted herein. The new claims are believed to find 
support throughout the specification. Claims 16, 17, 27, 28, and 
30 have been cancelled. 

The specification stands objected to under 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph as allegedly failing how to adequately teach how 
to make and use the invention claimed in claims 12-14. The claims 
have been revised to additionally define the subject invention. 
The applicants submit that the specification adequately supports 
the claimed invention. Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 12^14, 16-30, and 33 stand rejected under 35 USC 
112, second paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite. Withdrawal 
of the rejection is believed to be in order for the reasons that 
follow. Claims 12 and 16-30, and 33 have been amended to further 
define the claimed invention. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection is requested. 

Claims 12-14, 16-30, and 33 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 on the basis that the utility is allegedly not 
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demonstrated. Claims 12 and 16-30, and 33 have been amended to 
further define the claimed invention. Accordingly, 
reconsideration is requested.
